German  MachinpH  Driven  Off  From  EngliHh  (]oast

IONDON,  Nov.  10  <P:'.— Great  Britain's  air  defences  de- 
stroyfd  one  German  plane  and  drove  off  another  today 
while  the  whole  nation  lat  back  to  await  Hitler's  decision 
on  the  invasion  of  Holland. 

The  Admiralty  reported  the  6S5- 
ton  trawler  Northern  Rover  had  been 
lost,  with  four  ofQcera  and  twenty - 
three  men  mieslng.  Presumably  this 
small  auxiliary  vesael  had  been  lised 
as  a  mine  sweeper.  There  were 
Canadians  on  board. 

Two  high-speed  British  Aghting 
planea  machine-gimned  two  German 
aircraft  in  the  North  Sea  off  the 
east  coast,  the  Air  Ministry  an- 
nounced. One  was  brought  do*n 
but  the  other  escaped  In  the  clouds. 
CREW  TAKES  TO  LIFEBOAT 
An  Air  Ministry  announcement 
aald  the  British  planes,  attached  to 
coastal  defence  Royal  Air  Force 
squadron.i,  gave  battle  when  the  first 
enemy  plane  appeared  over  North 
Sea  waters  near  the  coast.  The 
German  plane  made  a  forced  land- 
ing. Its  crew  took  to  a  rubber  life- 
boat shortly  before  It  sank,  the 
•tatement  aaid. 

A  German  Heinkel  bomber  flew 
over  the  Shetland-  Islands  north  of 
Scotland  on  what  appeared  to  be  a 
reconnaissance  mission  but  was 
driven  off  by  anti-aircraft  fire.

»he  found  herself  saddled  wltll  iTlfeDl  to 
the  United  SUtes  of  £900.000,000.  To  cut 
the  tale  st.ort  It  was  decided  that  yet  an 
additional  call  on  the  nations  resources 
must  be  made.  The  debt  was  accordingly 
funded  in  1924,  and.  dMpile  the  heavy 
burden  of  taxation,  payments  of  over 
£400,000,000  were  made  during  the  next  ten 
years  to  the  United  States  Governni'^nt 
until  the  British  Government  announced 
its  Inability  to  maintain  these  payments 
on  their  existing;  scale. 

Stupendous  Payments 

To  sum  up,  Britahi  paid  to  the  United 
states  a  colo.ssal  sum  of  money  from 
1914  to  1917— in  the  April  of  which  year 
the  .United  'States  declared  war  and  com^

—and  more  than  £400.uoo,UOO  from  1924  to

one  to  its  conqueror';  that  nevar  bafora  Has 
a  common  cau.se  been  waged  by  two  allied 
nations  with  such  remarkable  con-  ,^ 
sequences;  and  that  never  before  have  the 
extraordinary  affMrts  made  by  one  of  them 
to  fulfil  her  bond  resulted  in  almost  daily 
references,  protests  and  gibes  from  the 
ottter  at  a  time  wheo  she  is  enfaged  in  an- 
other life  and  death  struggle  for  the  prin- 
ciples on  which  civilization  itself  is  based., 
because  a  portion  of  the  pouu4  of  flesh  re- 
mains unpaid. 

Why  has  it  remained  unpaid''  It  is  a 
very  remarkable  fact  that  the  reasons  lor  . 
the  suspension  of  paymenta  'and  this  as- 
pect of  the  case  are  now  conveniently  and 
completely  Ignored  by  those  yilho  are  pro- 
testing and  criticizing  Britain  foi'^the  non 
full  repayment  of  her  financial  debt  to  the 
United  States.  It  is  important,  and  ap- 
pears necessary,  for  these  reasons  to  be 
recalled. 

Finincial  Cri$i$ 

THE  simple  fact  is  that  the  refusal  of 
the  United  Stat£j(_to  cancel  the  waj:_ 
debts  created— or  waa^ihe  main  factor  in 
creating— conditions  which  eventually 
prevented  them,  and  the  British  debt,  from 
being  fully  repaid.  As  Just  stated,  this  re- 
fusal riveted  burden;,  on  the  allied  debtor 
countries  and  compelled  them  in  turn  to 
place  a  new  burden  of  debt  in  the  faews  af— 
reparations  on  defeated  countries,  already 
bankrupt.  A  grave  financial  crisis  which 
affected  the  entire  world  (including,  of  - 
course,  the  United  States)  duly  followed. 
"New  York  bankers "  (as  an  authoritative 
article  In  the  Septeml>er  number  of  The 
Round  Table  points  out)  "sought  to 
bridge  the  gap  by  making  further  loans 
available  to  Europe,  and,  while  the  loans 
were  being  made,  they  induced  a  fictitious 
prosperity.  But  In  the  absence  of  any 
means  by  which  the  debtors  could  pay  off 
debts  through  an  expansion  of  exports,  it 
was  only  a  matter  of  time  before  the  pre- 
carious balance  broke  down  -and,  with 
the  collapse  of  the  United  States  Stock 
Exchange  boom  in  1929.  the  whole  pack  of 
cards  fell  to  the  stound. '  But  between 
1929  and  the  funding  Of  Britain's  war  debt 
to  the  United  States,  and  1924,  when  the 
British  Government,  having  paid,  with 
ever-increasing  resulting  difficulty  and 
embarrassment  oyer  £400.000jDOO- of  that  . 


debt,  declared  Its  inability  to  maintain  the 
annual  payments  on  their  existing  scale— 
thaJnasitahlB  talto  of  "Cause  and  EtTect  ' 
was  disclo.sed  In  unmistakable  fashion.  The 
heavy  burden  of  taxation  severely  cur- 
tailed the  purchasing  power  of  the  British 
people.  Consequently,  unemployment  al- 
ready great — became  greater  and  greater. 
Despite  the  stole  jattitude  of  the  public, 
di.stre.s.-i  became  more  pronounced  and  dis- 
content on  the  part  of  many  sections  of  it 
was  evident  to  everybody.  The  United 
.S'.ttt  >  Hies  being  particularly  anx- 

ious that  the  pound  should  be  stabilized, 
it  was  brought  back  in  1925  to  the  oid-goid— 
parity  in  I9'2.s  there  was  a^general  strike- 
which  involved  the  exchequer  In  further 
serlbiiis  losses.  "For  many  years  the,  posi- 
tion was  maihtained  with  ever-growing 
d  i  fn  c  u  1 1  y  widespread  unemployment, 
stagnant  trade,  adverse  balances  of  pay- 
ment, budget  deficits— coveresl  by  short- 
term  borrowings  which  were  facilitated  by 
the  flight  of  capital  from  disorganized 
Europe.  The  withdrawal  of  French  Capital 
in  1927  disclosed  the  weakne.s.s  of  Great 
Britain's  position,  and  with  the  collapse  of 
the  American  stock  markef^n  toao.and  the 
subsequent  withdrawal  df  Ann  man 
ca^Jital  from  Europe,  she  was  again  forced 
off  the  gold  standard  in  1931.  TlMt  Coali- 
tion Government  made  a  successful  effort 
■  to  restore  btidpetary  equilibrium  and 
adopted  a  system  of  protective  tarills, 
thereby  reducing,  for  the  lime  being,  Brit- 
ish Imports  especially  from  foreign  coun- 
tries. But  these  measures  merely  trans- 
ferred part  of  Great  Britain's  economic 
troubles  to  other  European  countries 
which  were  even  less  able  to  bear  the 
strain.  Their  '  difficulties  ultimately  re- 
acted on  the  British  position  Throughout 
Europe  currencies  toppled  and  exchange 
controls  and  restrictions  multiplied.  In 
consequence,  Clrcat  Britain  herself  had  to 
lace  widespread  default  on  cominerciai 
debts,  reduction  on  income  Xrom4>anking 
and  shipping  and  lo.sses  of  outlets  froill_ 
her  export  industries."  ____ 

Payments  Suspcndfd--^ 

THfe  mere  recital  of  these  few  eventa 
•  and  there  were  many  morei  In  no 
w  ay  describes  the  effect  of  them  on  the 
lives  of  the  British,^>eople.  Thfe  was  Im- 
mense in  every  walk  of  life  Nevertheless, 
the  payments  of  the  nation's  debt  to  the 
United  States  were  maintained^  despite 
them  all,  for  ten  years— from  1924  to  1934 
—and  were  then  suspended  for  reasotvt 
which  were  clearly  stated  by  the  British 
Government  at  the  time  and  are  as  well 


Icnown  to  the  Ainerican  authorities  and 
students  of  affairs  as  they  are  to  the  Brttt* 

ish.  The  plain,  simple  truth  was  that  A 
stage  had  long  been  passed  when  further 
payments  of  money  could  be  made  to  the 
American  Treasury  without  embarrass- 
ment, not  merely  to  Great  Britain,  but  to 
the  United  States,  for  the  mere  transler  of 
monetary  wealth  simply  increaae^^  tha 
difficulties  of  both  countries  For  national 
weultli  IS  representtd  in  the  mum  by  in- 
dustrial organization,  by  conimerce.  by 
exports  and  imports,  by  trade,  etc,  and 
not  by  transferable  assets.  It  is  no  more 
possible  to  redistribute,  the- world's  wealth 
than  it  is  to  increase  exports  in  payniem 
of  debt,  if  the  creditor  country  docs  not 
require  them  and  bars  their  entry  by 
tarllTs.  As  the  writer  of  the  article  in  The' 
Round  Table,  from  which  I  have  quotedr 
declares:

I  was  much  impressed  by  the  effect  of 
this  fairly  uniform  ~1ie^perature  In  the 
-    neighborhood  of  Vjctoria  when  coJi^rtm? 
eel   grass  or  Zostera   marina  lor  Dr. 
Setcheil.  of  the  University  of  California,  a 
dozen  ycar.s  ago  or  more    Eel  ki^i-ss  i.s,  I 
may  say.  an  extremely  interestihg  plant 
Inasmuch  as  although  it  grows  submerged 
In  the  sea  it  is  nonetheless  a  flowerin)4 
plant  and  is  definitely  not  a  seaweed.   It  . 
Is  a  member  of  the  pond  weed  family  and 
as  the  name  suggests  this  group  is  almost 
wholly  confined  to  ponds  and  lake.s.  Ex- 
ceptions are  Ruppia  or  dilcii  grass,  oi 
•  which  there  are  two  species,  one  found  in 
marine  brackish  water,  the  other  in  Salt 
lakes,  and  in  false  eel  grass  or  surf  grass, 
Phyllospadlx.  of  which  there  are  two  sea- 
growing  .species    I  began  (•ollccling  Zos- 
tera in  the  Winter,  not  in  the  sea,  lor  the 
tides  at  that  season  did  not  permit  of  it. 
but  from  the  dcbri.s  left  by  wind  and 
heavy  seas  along  the  beach.  I  was  greatly 
surprised  to'  find  that  many  of  the  plants 
thus  .secured  were  in  flower  or  fruit.  Later 
1  collected  eel  grass  in  Summer  at  Depar- 
ture Bay  in  the  warm  waters  of  Horswell 
Channel    There  I  waded  deep  in  iT  woh- 
derful  meadow  in  which  the  lowz.  slender 
leaves  bent  before  the  gentle  current,  aj 
the  surface  of  a  wheat  fl^irf  twfore 
flie  Summer  wind    Fi.sh.  large  and  small, 
darted  between  my  legs,  and  on  the  sun- 
lit bottom  the  slower' creatures  of  the  sea 
were  seen  among  the  eel  gra.s-s  root.s.  The 
tides  there  are  much  lower  than  with  us 
and  It  was  possible  to  move  down  from  a 
rocky  margin  into  a  .«;ubmergcd  valley  and 
cross  over  to"  a  tiny  islet  who.se  rough 
walls  rose  steeply  above  the  greenish 
water.    No  wf)nder  that  in  Mich  ,i  warm 
bath  of  moving  .sea  the  eel  gra.'^.s  flowered 
and  fruited;  its.  chief  di.stinction  was  its 
greater  luxuriance  of  size  as  compared 
with  the  plant.s  of  chill  January^and  Feb-  ■ 
ruary  at  Victoria. 
In  aomt  countries  the  eal  gnus  is  ae- 


tually  harvested  by  man,  not  for  Ita  frulU 

but  for  its  foliage  You  may  have  noticed 
how  whil»4t  bleaches  on  the  shore,  and 
so  the  hanresters  dry  and  bleach  it  as  if 

it  were  hay  The  product  is  used  for 
packing  and  stufflng,  being  clean,  odorless 
and  light  in  weight.  In  the  sime  way 
some  of  the  seaweeds  have  been  and  ara. 
."Still  harvested,  though  for  other  purpcses. 
Some  are  for  human  food,  some  for  cattle 
fodder,  others  for  medicine  either  in  their 
natural  form  or  when  burnt  for  their 
salts;  still  others  lor  fertilizing  the  land. 
Today  under  the  guidance  of  science  other 
u.se-s  are  being  found  for  the  vegetation  Of 
the  sea.  But  many  of  the  old  usea  are 
stUl  with  us.  Grocers  seU  dulse  from  the 
Atlantic  in  packages  for  the  enjoyment 
of  those  whose  taste  was  trained  in  the 
Marltlmes  or  across  on  British  shores.  I 
^remember,  as  some  of  my  Glasgow  friends 

will-  l.ht>  harrnora  r>f  duiSM  hv  thfl  DftVftmi'nL  - 

ai  4he  comer  of  the  Broomielaw  and  Ja- 
maica Street,  suggesting  to  the  weary  city 
dwellerpleasant  days  down  the  Clyde  in 
the  "saut-water  season."  Two  or  three 
times  I  have  had  inquiries  about  the  oc- 
currence of  dul.se  locally.  It  i.s  found  here, 
but  so  lar  a.s  my  experience  goes  most 
plentifully  round  the  Island's  southern 
tip  towards  Jordan  River  There  I  have 
olten  eaten  it.  freshly  gathered  from  the 
salty  aea.   

The  Chinese  harvest  of  the  sea  must 
not  be  forgotten.  Year  after  year  patient 
collectors  of  purple  laver.  or  Porphyra 
scour  the  coast  in  suitable  places- and 
JiWwly.  and  with  what  seems  infinite  pa- 
tience, gather  this  delicate  dark  silky 
plant  from  the  rocks  on  which  It  grows. 
Tlien  t"here  follows  the  drying  process,  a 
tedious  enough  one  in  showery  weather, 
and  the  baling  Iru  rudely  fashioned  but 
efTective  presse.s  weii,'hted  with  boulden 
from  the  beacli.  Seaweeds -develop,  in  dry- 
ing, a  peculiar  odor  in  which  probably 
iodine  plays  an  important  part  "At  any 
rate  the  purple  laver  has  it.  With  a  com- 
panion I  spent  a  night  in  wet  Summer  , 
weather  in  the  old  cabin  that  once  stood 
by  the  roadside  at  Muir  Creek  bridge,  and 
as  eveniiig  came  on  an  old  Clunese  from 
the  river's  mouth  came  up  and  asked  if 
he  might  store  some  bales  of  .seaweed  in 
part  of  the  cabin.  So  in  the  front  part 
several  bales  were  piled.  I  remember  as . 
distinctly  as  if  it  were  now  present  the 
curious  odor  of  the  weed,  so  strong  and 
•dlfTusive  that  the  open  door  and  window 
gave  no  apparent  relief.  — ~ 

Among  my  earliest  recollections  of  the 
scasnore  in  Gr^at  Britain,  figure  the  carts 
that  came  down -on  the  sands  to  collect 
the  .seaweed  wa.shed  up  and  left  by  the 
retreating  tide.  I  suppose  eve^lffii^B 
where  the  shore  is  approachable  jthe  same 
sight  may  still  be  seen  there.  It  had 
great  picturesqueness  as  Insed^  witness 
it  along  the  Ayrshire  coast.  The  old- 
fashioned  carts,  the  horses  with  their 
heavy  collars  and  harness,  the  men  and 
often  the  women  busy  with  their  forks, 
the  latter  with  tucked-up  petticoats  and 
bare  legs,  and  invariably  a  collie  or  two. 

Then  the  ever-moving  reflections  on  the 
wet  sand,  the  glistening  of  the  seaweed 
as  it  was  cast  into  the  carts,  and  the  glit- 
teruig  waves  stretching  away  to  the  pur- 
ple mountains  and  glens  of  Arrah.  What 
*  harvest  was  this  of  the  wa.ste  seaw- 
and  what  crops  it  grew  on  those  farm- 
lands! I  have  often  thought  of  it  when 
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I  have  .seen  the  tons  of  wavr-^  I'hercd 
laver  lying  tm  our  shores  unharvested. 

Riches  In  the  Sea 

AS  with  everything  else  in  the  world,  it 
seems  you  have  only  to  devote  a  little 
close  attention  to  It  to  find  yourself  in 
the  presence  of  inexhaustible  riches.  When 
JLflrst  began  \to  look  at  seaweeds  with 


more  than  a  passing  glance,  I  was  greatly 
surprised  by  this.  I  kriew  two  or  three 
common  kmds,  or  at  least  I  tliought  I 
did,  for  even  that  shred  ot-Jtnowledge 
seemed  to  disappear.  I  knew  the  fucus 
by  its  resemblance  to  its  British  cousin, 
the  bladder  wrack,  because  in  childhood 
I  had  burst  the  bladders  of  its  fronds  to 
hear  them  pop.  but  I  certainly  was  not 
aware  of  the  species  and  their  variations 
that  may  be  found  up  and^^owh  the 
roast,  and  Which  require  for  their  Iden- 
Uhcation  a  good  deal  more  than  a  casual 
glance.  Dr.  Gardner,  in  his  monograph 
on  "The  Genus  Fucus  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  of  North  America."  describes  Ave 
distinct  qMcles  which  again  have  among 
them  fio  less  than  forty- five  fomfia  or 
variations.  Pour  of  the  species  are  found 
at  this  end  of  Vancouver  Island  and 
ny,  if  not  all.  of  the  various  forms. 
The  great  bladder  kelp  or  bull  kelp  i.s  a 
single  species  of  a  smgle  genus,  and  is  .so 


large  and  .so  unirjue  in  form  and  size  that 
acquaintance  with  it  is  an  indispen.sablc 
part  of  iniliatioii  into  Vancouver  Island 
life.  But  what  about  the  other  large  sea- 
weeds that  flouri.sh  closer  into  shore  just 
at  the  lowest  tide  mark?  They  are  fre- 
quently washed  up  in  the  neighborhood 
of  rocky  shores,  sometimes  whole  but 
more  commonly  in  pieces,  larf;e  enough 
lor  recognition,  however,  by  tiie  experi- 
enced eye.  To  know  these  it  is  necessary 
to  got  out  in  the  Summer  when  the  low 
tides  prevail  in  the  daytime  and  speci- 
mens can  be  gathered  from  thelFfaiarine 
forests.  There  are.  exclusive  of  bull  kclj) 
and  fucus,  about  twenty  different  kinds  of 
these  dark  brown  to  olivaceous  green  sea- 
weeds of  conspicuous  size  here,  but  two 
at  least  of  them  require  a  trip  to  Clo-oose 
,  or  Carmanah,  but  on  the  other  hand  some 
of  them  are  frequently  Washed  up  in  very 
excellent  condition,  especially  that  long- 
est of  all  seaweeds  and  probably  of  all 
plants  of  sea  or  land,  Macrocystis  pyrl- 
fcra.  which,  a.s  there  is  no  common  name, 
we  may  perhaps  call  the  "mahy-bladdered 
kelp"  because  its  Ipng,  slender,  branching 
."■terns,  roundish  in  cro.ss-.secti(':  ■  >: 
numbers  of  smaH,  pear-shaped  biuddtro. 
each  with  a  rough  and  tooth -edged  "leaf" 
or  bhuie  ri.sing  from  its  top.  Pieces  of 
•his  kelp  many  feet  long  may  often  be

ONE  of  fhe  great  difficult les  I  wa.s  con- 
fronted with  in  the  attempt  to  know 
the  seaweeds  was  the  laeTDf  books.  Those 
pubUshed  m  Great  Britain  gave  one  a 
general  idea  ..of  the  various  groups.  Some 
of  our'  species  are  cosmopolitan,  and  who- 
ever has  gathered  on  tlic  shores  of  the 
Old  Land  the  pretty  crimson  fronts  of 
"ladies-curls,"  "landscape  weed  or  "hair 
flag,  "  as  It  is  variously  called,  if^ll  recog- 
nize It  at  once  here,  for  It  is  one  of  our 
commonest  "red"  seaweeds.  There  are 
other  seaweeda  that  are  either  Mentleal 
or  .so  clo.sely  related  to  trans-Atlantic  ones 
as  to  be  easily  recognizable.  A  very  use- 
ful, book  for  all  kinds  of  marine  life  in- 
cluding plants  is  "The  Sea  Beach  at  Ebb 
Tide.  "  published  in  the  UnitCd-fltotes. 
While  chiefly  concerned  with  the  Atlantic 
seaboard,  it  contains  much.  Information 
about  West  Coast  animals  and  seaweeds 
with  very  good  pictures.  But  the  first 
really  adentlflc  publication  l  came  across 
was  the  classic  "Nereis  Boreali  Ameri- 
cana," of- Harvey,  wlxich  I  found  ui  the 
Provincial  Library  through  the  kindness 
of  the  late  Dr.  Newcombe.  It  covers  both 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts,  and  thougn 
d6mpiete— it  was  published  between 
1851-8— it  is  a  very  important  authority. 
The  luUest  account  is  contained  in  the 
ponographs  of  Drs.  Se^hell  and  oard- 
— ner..'"uf  tlie  Univeislty  of  caiHomUi.  

Diatomg  of  Ocean 

To  turn  from  the  collector  s  harvest  of 
the  sea,  there  is  still  another  in -gath- 
ering not  to  be  neglected,  for  its  impor- 
tance is  very  great     The  surface  waters 
of  the  sea  contain  a  vast  assemblage  of 
microscopic  plants  varyUig  in  character 
from  pole  to  tropics  and  frt)m  tropics  to 
pyle.    An  idea  of  Its  abundance  may  be  . 
had  from  the  reports  of  Investigators  who 
tell  us  that  wht  n  a  suitable  net  is  towed 
through  these  superflcial  waters  a  thick 
scum  is  collected  which.  wh*n  dry.  pre- 
sents the  appearance  and  feel  of  a  felty 
substance.   In  the  waters  near  the  poles 
this  scum  consists  phlefly  of  the  minute 
plants  known  as  diatoms.    Anyone  who 
has  seen  our  common  ones  under  a  mi- 
croscope can  realize  in  some  measure  the 
countless  millions  that  exist  over  the  vast 
surface   of   the   ocean,   for  while  most, 
numerous  in  Arctic  and  Antarctic  seas, 
they  extend  in  smaller  proportions  over 
the  warmer  oceanic  .surface.    In  warmer 
seas  other  microscopic  pIaat«SL  appear  in 
vast  nmnbers.'  varying  in  form  and  mate- 
rial from  the  diatoms,  for  while  the  lat- 
ter are  enclosed  in  cases  of  silica,  the 
framework  of^hese  others  is  composed 
of  carbonate  of  lime  alone  or  with  a  kind 
of  cellulo.se.    We  have  all  read  of  the 
Sargasso  Sea  in  the  Atlantic  where  the 
great  banks  of  satgassum  weed  float.

among)Vhom  the  large  whales  are  most 
noteworthy,  fitted  a.s  their  mouths  are 
with  whalebone  frmges  th^t  act  as  strain- 
ers. But  more  important  still  is  the  tact 
that  upon  this  floating  world  of  micros- 
copic life,  called  in  its  entirety,  including 
animals  as  well  as  plants,  plankton,"  the 
whule  animal  lire  of  the  sea  depends. 
..Large  fish  may  feed  on  smaller  ones,  but 
eventually  we  come  to  where  the  micros- 
eoiuc  plants  play  their  fundamental  part. 
Just  as  we  ourselves  ultimately  feed  on

Lord  fltrabdiil  It  BOt  ft  trades  unionist 
ot  a  Socialist  who,  in  order  that  the  Labor 
Party  might  have  repi%senlation  in  the 
Upper  House,  has  been  given  a  seat  there. 
He  in  an  arl.<rtocrat  of.  the  aristocrats. 
His  barony  was  created  in  .1318,  soon  alter 
the  Battl*  of  Bannoekbum.  and  he  Is- the 
tenth  holder  of  the  title,  to  which  he  .<;uc« 
ceeded  two  or  three  years  ago.  Presum- 
ably the  barony  was  In  abeyahit  for  a 
period.  ^  * 

Hl.s  acce,«i.slon  to  the  family  honors  re-' 
moved  him  from  the  House  of  Commons, 
of  which,  as  Commander  J.  M.  Kenworthy, 
he  had  been  a  member  on  the  Labor  Party 
side  for  some  year.s.  It  was  during  this 
period,  in  lt37.  to  be  exact,  that  a  Ques- 
tion of  hl.s  wa.s  greeted  with  derUSve 
laughter  by  his  fellow-member.s. 

The  Air  Estimates  were  being  debated 
and  the  Commander  asked  whether 'any 

plans  were  In  prepartlon  for  teaching  the 
use  of  gas  inaslcs  to  children  in  infant 
schools. 

This  little  story  is  told  by-H.jO.  Wells  In 
a  fqreword  to  a  book^wrltten  by  the  Com- 
mands at  that  time,  "Peace  or  War?" 
which  fell  Into  my  hand.s  .shortly  after 
£ubUcation.  I  glancM  through  U  then 
with  some  impatience.  Its  thesis  was  that 
the  world  was  heading  for  another  great 
latrrnatlnnal  confllrt.,  and,  like  most  other 
people  in  that  first  decade  after  the  Oreat 
War,  I  did  hot  believe  another  such  war 
was  possible  for  at  least  three  genera- 
tions. 

Even  Mr.  Wells  adnilts  that  for  some 

time  he  clung  "to  a  delusion  that  .  .  . 
the  common  sense  of  mankind  wuuld  quite 
definitely  say  "never  again' ";  incidentally, 
he  says  he  cannot  quite  remember_wheth- 
er  It  was  he  who  invented  the  phrase  "the 

war  to  end  war."   

And  then  he  writes    what  he  thought 

twelve  years- ago,  «aff..^ll- 
nonsense,  very  far-fetched.  He  describes 
a  holiday  crowd  at  a  sea.slde  resort : 

"The  faint  sounds  of  a  distant  band  on 
the  pier  were  punctuated  rather  quaintly 
by  practice  gun  Ore  from^  a  distant  fort 
.  .  .  Three  military  airplanes  manoeuvre^  . 
overhead  ... 

"Of  the  hundreds .  of  people  in  sight 
then,  many  scores  will  certainlv  be  killed 
in  horrible  ways  If  war  comes  within  the 
next  twenty  years:  they  will  be  suffocated 
by  lethal  gases,  torn  to  nbbon.s  by  ex- 
plosive*, sent  limping_  and.  crying  for  help 
with  frlghtfurmortal  mutilations  .  ;  ." 

But  I  won't  R()  nn  with  the  quotation. 
It  has  not  happened  in  our  citie.s  at  this 
time  of  writing,  but  it  may  have  happened 
before  these  lines  appear  In  print  The 
little  children  who  pass  alo.nK  the  .street 
outside  my  window  all  carry  their  gas 
maaks  slung  o.ver  their  shoulders. 

Siw  Pphnd'i  Doom 

COMMANDER  Kenwofthy—Lord  Stra- 
bolgl  -did  not.  fore,see  the  exact 
course  events  would  take  (Hitler  had  not 
revealed  unto  him  in  those  days),  but  he 
Kaw  plenty  of  reason  to  belie/e  that  the 
Peace  of  Versailles  would  not  last  very 
many  years,  and  some  of  his  most  definite 
prophecies  have  beeii  fuUUled  in  a  very 
startling  manner 

He  saw  Poland  s  doom  approaching  and 
set  it  forth  thus: 

•  Poland  again  sprawls  to  the  ea.st,  far 
beyond  her  ethnographical  frontiers.  We 
can  make^ine  prophecy  with  absolute  eer- 
tainty.  and  thaf  is  th.'i*  the  frontier  lines 
in  Eastern  Europe  dividing  Russia  from 
Poland  and  Poland  from  Germany  wllU  in 
ton  or  nfteen  years'  tlm4.  not  be  whert 
.  they  are  today.'* 

The  Commander  also  foresaw  what  ha^i 
Just  happened  to  the  small  Baltic  states. 

"No  Russian  patriot."  he  wrote,  "will  ac- 
cept the  permanent  loss  of  Russia's  Baltic 
DTOTlneea  now' represented  li|LJtha.junall— 

Independent  republics  of  Latvia.  Lith- 
uania and  E.sthonla '-  and  in  another 
quarter  there  is  onl3^  too  much  reason  to 
fear  that  Russian  dem.Tnds.  foreshadowed 
by  him  in  1927,  will  become  the  facts  of 
W9$~.  I  quote  again:  I 

No  Russian,  whatrver  his  party,  from 
extreme  Monarchist  to  extreme  Bolshevist 
or  AnaAhltt.  accept*  the  hMs  of  Bessarabia 
•  -  J  A»>  iff^dependent  Finland  might  be 
acquiesced  in.  .  An  Independent  Poland, 
far  west  of  her  present  frontiers,  might  be 
accepted.  But  never  the  loss  of  Bess- 
arabia, nor.  In  the  long  run.  the  perma-

Not  Ail  Happened 

ALL  that  Commander  Kenworthy  feared 
has  not  yet  come  to  pass.  We  are 
not  yet  at  war  with  Rus.sla.  and  time  has 
proved  that  there  was  never  so'  much 
danger  as  he  imagined  of  war  between  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain.  It  was 
hl.s  In.sl.stence  on  this  latter  po.sslblllty  that, 
mad^  many  of  his  rcader.s.  of  whom  I  was 
one.  undervalue  the  book  as  a  whole,  a 
book  well  worth  reading  today  If  only  to 
obtain  a  grasp  of  the  deeper  issues  under- 
lylMJlhc  international  situation. 

Commander  Kenworthy  wrote  with  an 
object,  namely,  to  urge  alliances  amon^i 
the  peaoe-lovlni  nations  agalntt  any  pre- 
datory St  at  e.s  In  his  laat  chapter,  entttltd 

•"mt  Only  Road."  MJiklU 
"War  mvtt  be  declared  a  crtme  and  be 

no  longer  reroRnized,  In  any  way  or  at  any 

time,  as  a  legitimate  method  of  settUng 

international  disputes." 

The  author  must  have   thought  soon 

afterward.s  for  a  Ume  that  his  golden  age 

was  in  sight.   For  ihe  nations  did  sign 

twaHee  renouncing  war  u  a  potttkal  inr 


up,  first  twenty-five  and  then  fifty  per 

cent.

Even  in  1927  a  wiser  man  than  Com- 
mander Kenworthy  saw  the  futility  of  the 
procedure.

.  "Let  us,  in  short,  simply  put  our  collec- 
tive foot  down  and  say  'Stop  that  war,' 
and  it  will  stop. 

"That  is  an  excellent  passage  It  should 
be  given  out  as  a  dictation  lesson  In  every 
school  In  the  English-speaking  world  We. 
Just  ourselves,  can  stop  war  almost  com- 
pletely. 

"But  who  are  'we'? 

"America.  Britain,  Holland.  Belgium  and 
Switzerland,  with  Prance  and  Germany  in 
accord,  will  be  the  reply  . 

"You  are  try  'outlaw'  war.  You  are  ju.st 
to  make  a  treaty  between  the  powers  con- 
cerned, saying  as  much— and  there  you 
are'  You  leave  tho.se  powers  completely 
untrammelled  by  their  declaration.  In- 
deed.  you  leave  everjrthlng  as  It  was  before. 
But  you  say  It  " 

Mr.  Wells  ha£  the  satisfaction  of  having 
been  proved  by  events  to  be  a  true  proph- 
et He  has.  of  course,  his  ov.n  remedy, 
but  I  am  not  quite  sure  that  to  state  it  at 
this  time  would  be  Judicious. 

Kipling  on  Peace 

So  far  as  the  value  of  peace  talk  went, 
Riidyard  Kipling  read  history  to  a  very 
different  purpose  than  Coirutnander  Ken- 
worthy. Writing  in  The  Times,  Mr.  Coul- 
son  kemahan  siys  that  in  the  late  Sum- 
mer nf  1913  Kipling  said  to  him  one 
evening: 

"That  was  a  true  word  of  yours  about 
Pealce  and  Silence— that  even  to  mention 
silence  l.s  to  break  It.  and  that  the  same 
hold.s  good  about  peace,  for  peace  palavers 
are  generally  followed  by  war,  as  history

The  people  alone  have  the  right  to  de- 
cide on  the  Issues  of  peace  or  war.  he  told 
a  Fascist  gathering  in  London  on  a  recent 
Sunday  niKht.  It  .should  not  be  left  to  a 
handful  of  parliamentarians,  ektcted  four 
or  five  years  ago  on  totally  different  issues, 
to  decide  whether  1,000,000  Englishmen 
were  condemned  to  death. 

It  may  be  remarked  here  that  had  Sir 
Oswald  had  his  way  about  it  a  year  or  two 
ago  it  would  certainly  not  have  been  left 
to  Parliament  to  decide  the  is^ue.  A  dic- 
tator would  have  settled  the  matter  out  of 
hand  and  Sir  Oswald  would  have„  been 
that  dictator. 

As  to  the  nation's  view  of  the  issue,  an  ■ 
emphatic  answer  has  been  given  by  the 
Clackmannan  and  East  Stirling  Division 
where,  despite  the  poli'ilcal  truce,  the 
"Stop-the-War  "  people  put  up  a  candidate 
in  opposition  to  the  Labor  nominee.

Tin- 
best  time  to  divide  the  crowns  and  to 
plant  is  in  early  Spring,  Just  as  they  are 
pa.^sin^  out  of  bloom,  and,  where  prac- 
tuable.  lh(  y  slKHild  be  well  supplied  with 
.  moisture  until  about  the  end  of  July,  after 
which  time  water  may  be  withheld  with 
advantage.  K.>tabli.>he(l  clumps  will  ap- 
preciate a  ,wrekiy  application  of  wfak 
liquid  manure  or  soot  water  to  aid  the 
development  of  the  foliage,  which  is  an 
important  matter. 

Although  you  can  lift  the  clump  from 
the  open  ground  In  November,  and  place 
in  a  gentle  heat,  under  glass,  treatment 
of  this  kind  weakens  the  plants,  which 
resent  disturbance  at  the  roots,  and  re- 
quire two  years  it  more  to  recover  after 
being  planted  out  botore  forcing  can  be 
repeated.  If  the  plants  are  so  grown  in 
the  open  ^;roulKl  that  th<-y  can  be  pro- 
tected by  a  handlight  or  frame,  merely  to 
preserve  the  flowers  pure  and  clean  dur- 
ing stormy  wcath>'r  at  that  season,  nnic'i 
liner  blooms  will  be  obtained  than  from 
the  pDen,  and  when  such  protection  can 
be  aiforded  it  is  well  worth  the  trouble. 

Hydung^js 

S^SCIMEN  plants  ^n  lawns  and  shrub 
l)order.s  have  refined  their  k'rowths  ex- 
tremely well  this  season  and  are  mostly 
furnished  at  the  tips  with  t>lump  flower 

buds.  These  should  be  afTolded  some  pro- 
toctlon  In  case  of  severe  frost.  Imme- 
diately the  plantM  are  defoliated,  some 

bracken  .sfmuld  i)e  ;  I  aiiioMi;  'h- 
shoots,  and  then  lightly  bunched  i.iv;'  M:i  r 
with  strong  twine  to  form  a  loo.  i  i  >ia- 
mld.  Bracken  .should  then  be  tucked  in 
and  about  the  ba.se  to  protect «the  lower 
buds  and  the  roots. 

It  Is  also  neieessiiry  to  give  some  pro  tec - 
tion  to  the  fuchsias  .such  as  macro.s- 
—  teinnia.  F.  rlccartonll,  F.  gracilis  and 
cxonlensls,  m^y  be  protected  In  the  ."lamc^ 
.  manner,  although  It  Is  nf  in.  re  impni  i.incc 
the  root.s  and  base  yenofallv  should  be 
protected,  a.s  it  is  from  that,  point  that 
the  strongest  .shoots  are  produced,  bearing 
their  brilliantly  colored  flowers.

GOOSEBEHRIES  ni.d  the  difTcrent 
kinds  of  currants  may  be  readily 
grown  from'  cirtttngs.  which  should  be 
selected  from  the  bushes  before  they  are 
pruned,  the  present  being  a  suitable  time 
tor  the  work.  Well-rlpenrd  shoots  of  this 
aeason'i  growth  should  be  chosen  for  the 
purpo.se.  about  one  foot  In  length 

The  lower  buds  should  be  removed  from 
the  euttiiigs  of  gooseberries,  red  and  wMtc 
currants,  wlHi  the  aid  of  a  .sharp  knife, 
to  prevent  growth  from  below  ground

The  tips  only  should  be  cut  from  black 
clirrants.  no  de-eying  is  'needed;  th«y 
nHike  the  b<'st  plant.s  Strong  shoots 
should  be  encourai^ed^  from  below  the 
ground,  aa^hey  are  vety  fruitful:  as  tima 
goes  on  they  afford  a  ready  means  of  re- 
placing the  older  branches  with  vigorous 
young  wood.  '  .. 

Reward  the  clematis  for  flowering  so 

faithfully.  Magnificent  respon.se  is  the 
reward  of  the  clematis,  for  after  floweraig 
care,  strength' is  restored  for  an  entranc- 
ing display  next  season  The  prevention 
.  of  seed  formation  should  be  your  hrst 
concern.  .  Flowers  should  be  clipped  ofT 
immediately  they  fade.  If  this  ha.s  nt)t 
been  done,  remove  all  seed  pods  with 
secateurs.  Next,  the  goodness  taken  from 
the  soli  by  the  roots  must  be  put  back. 

Of  the  new  growths  which  develop, 
allow  only  the  strongest  to  remain.  Should 
yourxlematls  pfi  a  Sprlng-flowerlng  Mon- 
tana, it  has,  since  its  after-flowering 
pruiiiiiij,  been  developing  its  next  season  s

moving entirely  the  feeble  shoot.s.  Im- 
medlately  TTter  flowering^  is  the  time  to 
deal  with  the  large-flowered  double  vari- 
eties of  the  Florida  clofliaTrs.'Trut  Out  weak.

Hirdy  Fruit  Treti 

ASSUMING  the  ground  has  been  well 
prepared  in  the  manner  described  in 
recent  notes,  and  that  suitable  weather 
prevails,  there  need  be  no  delay  in  plant- 
ing fruit  trees  immediately  they  are  re- 
ceived from  the  nursery.  Immediate 
planting  has  distinct  advantages  for. 
when  trees  have  to  be  heeled  in  pending 
the  belated  preparation  of  the  site,  they 
often  emit  fresh  young  rootlets,  most  of 
which  are  unavoidably  broken  off  when 
'  planting  Is  ultimately  done,  this  resulting 
111  a  waste  of  the  tree's  energy.  It  Is  not 
advisable,  however,  to'  plant  fruit  trees 
during  wet  weather 

The  question  of  pruning  trees  at  the 
time  of  planting,  like  many  other  horti- 
cultural practici\s.  will  remain  a  contro- 
-versial,  subject.  Each  system  or  method 
ha.^  its  advocates  who  claim  advantages 
hot  (ihiaiiuible  by  any  other  method.  Per- 
sonally I  believe  that  whereas  root  prun- 
ing Is  unavoidably— and  let  it  is  imder- 
?>tood  Invarlbly  to  the  advantage  of  the 
tree — carried  out  during  the  operation  of 
transplanting,  when  also  broken  and  mis- 
placed roots  are  primed,  it  is  only  logical 
to  endeavor  to  maintain  a  balance  of 
growth.  ••  ' 

Vegetables  'such  as  seakale  and  rhubarb 
for  forcing  should  be  lifted  when  all  the 
foliage  has  died  down,  -and  the  stools  may 
with  advantage  be  exposed  to  frost,'  as  it 
is  certain  th.i'  iKrv  Nt.iri  more  quickly 
into  growth  wlien  .so  treated  In  the  case 
of  rhubarb  the  whole  stool,  roots  includ- 
ed should  be  expo.sed.  but  the  seakAle'is 
best  plunned  in  soil,  only  the  crowns 
being  exposed  It  may  be  so  left  during 
jthe  Winter  and  introduced  into  head  as 
wanted,  but  as  the  prowth  begins  in 
Spring  the  crowns  should  be.  covered  with 
,  I'leaves,  so  that  any  growth  piroduced  may 
be  blanched.

Bv  Ce'nturies  or  Cjreat  Care 

•-T^HE  growing  of  tuUpn  i»  ooe  of-ttM  to  tht  flflii  MialY-'^i-'?  f  txg  ^uvV^siiful 


I   .simplest  forms  of  gardening,  and 
satisfactory  rasulta  are  about  as  cer- 

tain  a.s  can  be  expected  with  anything  In' 
the  nature  of  a  living  plant,  subject  to 
seasonal  and  climatic  conditions,  writes 
Jan  de  GreafT  in  The  New  York  Time.s. 
Nevertheless  there  are  certain  precautions 
and  practices  which  the  gardener  Must 
follow  If  he  wishes  to  "make  asauntnce 
doubly  .sure," 

The  first  of  the.se  i.s  to  procure  good, 
sound  and  solid  bulbs  of  a  siise  sufflclent 

to  give  niaxinuim  bloom  re.sult.s  the  f^r.st 
season  after  planting.  As  the  bulbs  are 
a  product  of  nature  and  not  produced  by 

machinery,  not   all  of  the  crop  can  be 

flr.st  grade,  or  '  top  s\/v  " 

Therefore,  m  purchu.smg  it  i^jneces^ary 
to  be  on  one's  guard  against  small  o? 
inferior  bulbs  ofTered  at  .s\i.spiclou.sly  low 
prices.  Good  bulbs  are  sound  and  plump 
all  the  way  through,  with  the  embryo 
flcjwer  wcU  developed  at  the  heart;  with 
most  of  the  protective  brown  •  jacket.s"  or 
skins  still  intact.  Excessive  brui.sing  of 
the  outer  layer  is  llkel.v  to  result  in  decay 
after  the  bulbs  are  planted.  Even  good 
bulbs  can  be  severely  Injured  by  careless 
handling  where  they  are  being  sold,  or 
after  the  gardener  receives  them 

A.s  to  size,  no  general  rule  can  be  given, 
as  this  varies  greatly  with  the  variety, 

and  even  from  .sea.son  to  .sea.-on  for  the 
same  variety.  However,  if  the  bu^b.s  ar? 
sound,  unbruised  and  feel  fairly  heavy  m 
the  hand,  there  i.s  little  to  worry  about 
on  this  .score.  They  .should  not  be  .stored, 
even  for  a  short  period,  m  any  dry,  hot 
place— such  as  near  a  heating  system  in 
a  cellar  •  a.s  thi.s  will  cau.se  dcying  out  and 
shnveliiik;  of  the  ti.s.'iut-.s. 

Selecting  a  Location 

IN  selecting  a  location  lor  planting, 
three  things  are  to  be  guarded  against 
-  poor  Winter  drainage,  barnyard  mah- 
ure.s  and  .soil  that  lia.s  previously  been 
used  for  tulips.  Tlie  latter  is  particularly 
important  if  there  has  been  any  sign  of 
the  fungu.s  trouble  causing  a  browning 
and  burning  of  the  leaves  and  known  aa 
"fire  disease."  Poor  drainage,  resulting  in 
aoii'  that  remain.s  wet  and  .sogjiy  during 
Winter  and  Spring,  frequently  results  In 
poor  growth  or  entire  failure,  due  to  rot- 
fing  of  the  bulbs  after  planting.  Good 
preparation  for  planting  Is  achieved  by 
deep  digging  and  the  une  of  compost,  peat 
111  or  SI  me  other  form  of  humus,  and 
.of  bone  meal  or  a  comiilete  plant  food 
The  bulbs  are  placed  five  Inches  or  so  . 
deep  ('to  top  of  "bulb)  and  spaced  accord- 
ing to  the  variety  and  tlie  efTect  daslred — 
four  to.  six  or  seven  inches  apart  each 
way.  For  bedding  or  "de.sign"  gardening 
— now  seldom  u-rd  exn  pt  m  public 
grounds — great  care  i.s  taken  to  place  BiH 
bullM  in  a  planting  at  exactly  the  same 
depth. 

Although  tulips  have  been  cultivated  in 
Europe  for  some  350  years,  i^  is  only  lij 
the  last  decades  that  a  thorough  scien- 
tific investieaMon  nf  flieir  crowlh  habiLs 
lias  been  made.  l^xi>«ui»i«ni«  of  the  in- 
fluence of  teAiperature  on  •  the  develop^ 
menf  of  the  flower  during  the  dormant 
period  of  the  bulb  are  even  more  recent. 

The-tullp  growers,  thi^ogh  centurt«8  of 
prai  tiral  experience,  have  accumulated  a 
tremendous  store  of  knowledge.  They 
have  learned  how  to  grow  tulips  and  how' 
i  >  111  .!'!'  them  to^  the  marketable  .stage  in 
the  very  best  condition  Though  they  may 
have  had  a  general  idea  why  tulips  should 
be  treated  in  a  certain  way,  they  did  not 
que.stion  the  u.sua!  practices  followed  by 
the  previous  gencration.s  of  growers  and, 
on  the  whole,  the  resulta  t|My  had  were 
excellent. 

Research  Into  all  the. various  stages  of 
tulip  bulb  production  haa  not  only  8hown<^ 
us  why  certain  practices  were  follovl-ed. 
but  aLso  how  to  improve  ,the  uniformity 
of  the  finished  prodtict.  But  recent  eco- 
iininic  and  political  trend.s  have  favored  , 
the  production  of  bulbs  in  the  country 
where  they  are  actually  to  be  tised.  Thus 
n  a  renewed  Impetus  has  been  given  to  tulip 
productloa  In  ieoontrtfa  ottwr  than  ifpkr 
land. 


growingt)f  fine  tulips  comes  down  to  only 

one  essential  that  is,  infinite  care  in 
every  stage  of  the  development  of  the 
bulb,  patient  and  devoted  work  by  men 

who  reali/e  that  there  are  sound  and  good 
reaM)ns  lor  evirything  that  i.s  tione. 

In  Holland  tuiip  culture  is  done  by 
hand.    The  land  is  spaded,  often  to  a 

deptfTof  from  two  .to--(rlir)ee  feet.  This  i.s 
done  so  carefully  that  not  a  particle  of 
the  topsoU  remains  on  t\it  surface  or  is 
even  mixed  in  with  the  top  layer  of  soil. 

Today,  however,  there  arc  uninixtrrkrible 
signs  that  the  monopoly  so  long  enjoyed 
by  the  Netherlands  is  in  dsinger  of  comtng 
to  an  end.  By  their  invest ip,ationa  and 
their  studies  of  temperature  control  dur- 
ing the  storage  period  American  scien- 
M.st.s  have  rh.iiii  i!!',ed  the  supremacy  of 
the  Holland  bujb  grower.  American  ex- 
pert mechanics  are  devising  machinery 
that  win  plant  and  dig  the  bulb.s  Inve.s- 
tigators  are  showing  ways  whereby  the 
growth  processes  of  the  tulip  can  be  111- 
fluented  so  that  the  bulbs  will  grow  bet- 
ter in  warm  climates  or  will  force  better 
in  North  American  greenhou.ses.  ^ 

It  has  taken  three  centuries  of  intelli- 
gent caie  to  produce  the  tulips  as  we  now 
know  them.  In  all  their  beauty,  In  their 
Infinite  variety  of  color  and  form,  they 
represeiit  perhaps  the  highest  step  man 
has  achieved  in  the  tran.sformation  and 
improvement  of  a  single  plant  family. 


ALL-  poultry  intended  for  market 
should  be  fattened  before  sale  for 
.  two  compelling  reasons,  namely, 
that  the  gain  in  weight  in  fattening  is- 
the  theapcst  gain,  in  term.s  of  food'con- 
.sumption,  of  any  gain  made  during  Uic 
whole  rearing  period,  and  that  the  mar- 
ket will  pay  one  and  a  half  to  two  cents 
more  per  pound  foc^each  Increase  in  grade 
brought  about  by  the  fattening  process. 

Only  vigorous,  healthy  stock  should  be 
lattened,  as  unthrifty  stock  will  not  only 
fail  to  fatten  but  will  probably  lose  weight 
under  the  confinement  which  Is  essential 
to  obtain  gorvd  fattening  re.sults,  states  H 
S.  Gutteridiie.  Poultry  Division,  Central 
Experimental  Farm,  Ottawa.  Two  meth- 
ods of  finishing  are  commonly  used, 
namely,  crate  and  pen  fattening.  Well- 
managed  crate  fattening  gives  the  great- 
est gam  and  fat  increase  in  the  .shorte.st 
tmie  on  the  lowest  feed  consumption  and 
produces  a  dressed  bird  of  desirable  soft 
texture.  Pen  fattening  requires  le.ss  skill 
in  management  and  no  additional  crate 
equipment,  but  compares  disadvantage- 
ously  with  crate  fattening  in  the  partic- 
ulars mentioned  above.

In  i)en  fattening  the  birds  are  handled 
as  for  crate  fattenlhg  except  that  ihey 
are  conhned  to  a  pen  of  limiied  area  and 
may  be  I.  d  1.1  ee  tlittM.a  day  and  for T 
longer  pt  nod. 

Expeninenls  have  indicated-  that  of  the 
most  commonly  available .  grains,  corn, 
buckwheat  and  wheat  give  the  best  gams. 
Oats  and  barley  are  al^  satisfactory,  but 
largely  on  account  of  the  amount  of  hull 
they  arc  inferior  to  those  mentioned.  If 
corn  is  used,  white  corn  Is  prelerable  as 
it  produces  a  whiter  fat  than  the  yellow

Useful  Hints  on  Storage 
Of  Vegetables 

UNLESS  vegetables  which  are  intended 
to  be  stored  for  Winter  u.se  are 
grown  to  as  nearly  full  maturity  as  pos- 
sible, they  cknnot  be  expected  to  keep 
well.  On  no  account  should  squa.sh  ai  d 
pumpkins  be  exposed  to  the  least  fros  .. 
An  soon '  as  the  rlhd  Is  firm  enough  to 
lirev«nt  piercing  by  the  fingernail,  the 
Iniit  may  be  taken  off  the  plant  Pump- 
kins and  squash  should  be  stored  111  a  diy 
place  at  a  temperature  of  from  40  to  50 
decrees  At  all  times  they  should  be 
handled  as  carefully  as  eggs.  The  sllght- 
est  bruis«r-<ven  though  not  noticeable,  ia 
likely  to  cau.se  decay  in  storaju*  When 
large  quantities  are  to  be  stored,  slat,tcd 
-  shelves  should  be '  used  so  that  the  fruits 
may  not  be  piled_on  top  of  one  another. 

For  the  storage  of  onion.s,  a  cool  dry 
cellar,  with  the,  temperature  not  over  40 
degrees  at  any ,  time,  la  Ideal.  Shallow 
.•-■latted  shelves  or  crates  are  satisfactory 
if  the  tuUbs  are  not  piled  to  any  great 
depth.  Occasionally  onions  may'  require 
.some  hell)  to'ripeii  in  the  Fall  particularly 
in  districts  where  the  season  is  short.  As 
soon  as  the^tops  of  a  few  plants  fall  over, 
all  the  top.s  should  be  bent  over.  .This 
checks  the  flow  of  .sap  and  causes  the 
bulbs  to  ripen.  A  i«w-.^y».^4ai«c  the 
plants  should  be  pulled.  If  the  weather 
'  continues  tine,  they  shoulo  be  turned  over 
occasionally  until  the  tops  are  fairly  well 
dried,  when  they  should  be  cut  off  and 
.spread  in  the  oi)en  or  in  slatted  crates  to 
flnish  ripening.  When  well  driad.  they  can 
be  pla^ced  in  storage  for  the  Winter. 

Storing  Cabbages 

THE  Danish  Ballhead  strain,  is  the  best 
of  cabbages  for  Winter  storage.  All 

the  outer  leaves  should  be  removed  and 
the  heads  handled  'carefully  to  avoid 
bruising.  Select  a  dry  day  when  the  4ieads 
have  no  rain  water  lodged  in  them  and 
store  in  a  cool,  dry  place.  If  there  is  good 
circulation  of  air  in  the  storeroom,  the 
head.s  may  be  piled  in  .several  l.iyers  Small 
quantities  may  be  pulled  without  cutting; 
off  the  heads  and  suspended  from  the 
.loi.st.s  ill  a  dry  cellar  The  roots  may  be 
left  on.  but  with  all  the  other  leaves  re- 
mo<^d.  ' 

Carrots,  beets  and  parsnips  should  be 

kept  very  cool,  and  if  well  dried  before 
storing  may  be  put  in  large  piles,  so  long 
as  there  is  no  disease  present.  If  carrots 
.show  .signs  of  rust  fly  injury,  the  roots 
should  be  stored  in  smaller  quantities,  as 
one  blemished  root  1*111  spoil  many  in  a 
very  sh"rt  time. 

Potatoes  keep  well  in  a  dry  place  wher«» 
the  temperature  i.s  between  30  and  40 
degrees  fahrenheft.

Essential  to  Farmer 

^  QtJCCESSFUL  farm  management  re- 
quires  keeping  and  using  a  set  of 
arcount.s  and  record,^  Thf  use  of  such 
records  gives  more  accuracy  to  plans  and 
thus  insures  more  chance  of  success. 

A  farm  account  book  forms  a  record  of 
fh*'  whole  farm  busfne».s  frtr  the  current 
y(ar.  and,  if  kept  from  year  to  yeaf.  wi.l 
provide  a  record  of  the  past  performance 
upon  which  to  base  the  operations  of  th^ 
future.  Properly  used,  these  records  will 
lead  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  farm 
bu.sine.ss  and  to  further  improvement 

In  order  to  maintain  a  record  of  the 
various  farm  enterprttes  and  toj^ryare  a 
yearly  summary,  a  f.irm  MllMlMtlwrit 
should  Include  the  foijoAi.ig  Inventorv  of 
the  aaset^accounts  shui^ing  the  receipts 


and  expenses  for  cattle,  horses,  sheep, 

.swine,  poultry,  labor  and  iius( cllaneou.s. 
The. estimated  value  of  the  fooii  and  fuel 
furnished  by  the^farm.  the  unpaid  family 
labor  and  the  board  for  hired  labor  should 
all  be  recorded.  An  annual  .summary  's 
another  necessity  m  a  jarm  account  book. 
.  A  plan  of  the  farm  combined-  with  a 
crop  record  woulcf  bc  a  .u.sclul  addition  to 
a  larm  account  book.  Such  a  record  would 
show  the  various  crops  and  yields.  Which, 
together  with  data  as  lo  laies  and  dates 
of  seeding,  applications  of  manure  or  fer- 
tilizer, and  the  different  operations  per- 
formed, would  form  a  |>ermaneiit  record 
of  great  value  m  planning  for  the  Im- 
provement ol  the  larniing  system.  Where 
such  it  record  is  kept  it  la  poaalble'to  de- 
Termine  the  etTort.s  which  ap|)li(  al  loiis  of 
manure,  fenihzcr  or  lane  have  had  on  any 
particular  field,  hoW  long  iH«  effects  laated 
and  how  they  cuinj)are  with  .similar  ap- 
plications  on  other  lields  on  the  farm. 
This  type  of  record  leada  td  a  deflnltt 
p')licy  of  soil  management.         ■  *.

^  Glass  That  ShfHifcr  Is 
New  Invention 

SHRUNKEN  woolens  arc  an  old  tale; 
shrunken  glass  Is  a  new  idea. 
It  is  the  invention  of  the  Coming  Amer- 
ican gla.ss  works',  and  their  object  was  to 
find  a  glass  that  would  never  crack,  to. 
whatever  heat  or  cold  it  was  exposed. 
Cuiiiing  glass  can  be  heated  till  it  glows 
cherry-red  In  a  blow-plpes  flame,  and 
then  Immediately  plunged  into  ice-cold 
water  without  breaking  or  showing  any 
sign  of  cracking. 

In  scientific  laboratories  w^ere  much 
giass  is  used  the  value  of  such  a  glass  is 
very  high,  for  in  such  places  the  yearly 
cost  of  broken  glass  amounts  to  hundreds 
of  pounds  a  year. 

One  selentlfir  in.stitiition  in  London 
spends  approximately  $4,500  a  year  in  re- 
placing its  broken  glass  test  tubes,  beak*- 
er.s  and  retnrt.s  As  this  new  glass  Is  very 
hard  to-  brejik  It  may  find  a  place  in  the 
scuUery  when  it  is  made  cheaper. 

The  secret  lies  in  a  way  that  has  been 
found  of  Shrinking  ordinary  glass  to  two- 
thirds  of  its  original  state.  When  this  is 
done  it  i.s  called  skeleton  glass,  and  ii 
fiUed  with  tiny,  almost  microscopic  tubes 
containing  air.  Further  compression 
crushes  out  the  air,  and  then  the  glass  is 
almost  <pure  silica,  or  quarts  crystal.  In 
that  state  heat  hardly  expands  or  cold 
eontract.n  it.  so  that  it  will  not.  crack 
when  either  is  applied.
